The number of cases of Typhoid Fever reported for the year 
1927 (75) shows a considerable reduction over those reported for 
the preceding year (127). 

Typhoid Fever was responsible for 19 deaths for the year 1927 
as compared with 21 deaths for 1926. 

Reference to the tables which follow shows the distribution of 
the cases of this disease according to cities, towns, villages and 
municipal districts. Forty-nine of the reported cases occurred in 
the cities, twenty-two in the towns and villages and four in the 
municipal and improvement districts. 

In spite of the considerable reduction in the number of reported 
eases there is still room for considerable improvement in so far as 
control of Typhoid Fever, which is a preventable cisease, 1s 
concerned. 





TD cases 


ScarLeT FEVER. 
1275 cases—22 deaths. 

Reference to the tabulated statement of cases shows that 807 of 
these Scarlet Fever cases were reported in cities, 242 in the towns 
and villages and 210 im municipal and improvement districts, and 
16 in unorganized districts. . 

As in the previous year the type of Scarlet Fever which pre- 
vailed was in a large proportion of the cases exceedingly mild. 
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One of the difficulties in the control of this disease is the fact that 
a proportion of these mild cases escape recognition, and thus become 
a serious factor in the spread of the infection. The Department is 
endeavoring to stress the importance of searching for these cases 
and taking the necessary steps in the matter of quarantine and other 
control measures found necessary. | 

The Department has continued, as in previous years, to assist 
and co-operate with local authorities in the control of outbreaks. 
Scarlet Fever Antitoxin has been used to a considerable extent in 
the treatment of the disease, and has been found of proven value 
if given early, especially in the severe types of this disease. 

There were ten fewer deaths from Scarlet Fever in 1927 as com- 
pared with 1926. 

DIPHTHERIA. 


935 cases—18 deaths. 


Of these 235 cases, 140 were reported in the cities, 21 in the 
towns and villages and 71 in municipal and improvement districts, 
and 3 in unorg ganized districts. 

Of the 18 Heaths due to Diphtheria, 4 occurred in the cities, 5 
in the towns and villages, and 9 in the municipal and improvement 
districts. . 

There was a remarkable improvement in the death rate from 
Diphtheria for 1927 as compared with 1926, when 60 deaths 
occurred. 

A special bulletin was issued by the Department dealing with 
the Prevention of Diphtheria and stressing the fact that this has 
now been made an entirely preventable disease through immuniza- 
tion by the use of Diphtheria Toxoid. 

Sufficient Toxoid for 10,200 complete immunizations was dis- 
tributed by the Department during the year. 

When the means has been put in our hands to wipe out this 
disease it is a tragedy that we still have to record a very consider- 
able mortality from it. : 

Mr. Zalizniak, Health Inspector, during the year visited 248 
districts, vaccinated 1,393 persons, immunized 1, 046 children against 
Diphtheria, made a num nee of special inv estigations, and gave a 
number of lectures with a view to the education of the people in 
these districts concerning their responsibility in public health 
matters. 

SMALLPOX. 


481 cases 


Of these 481 cases, 244 were reported in the cities, 108 in the 
towns and villages, 123 in municipal and improvement districts, and 
6 in unorganized districts. 

The number of cases is more than double the number reported 
for 1926, and three deaths occurred. These cases were widely dis- 
tributed over the Province, as a study of the tables which 
follow will show. There need not have been a single case of Small- 
pox in the Province if our people had been properly protected 
against the disease by means of vaccination. Smallpox can 
only thrive in unvaccinated communities. Sooner or later we 
are likely to experience a widespread epidemic of this loathsome 


3 deaths. 
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disease unless steps are taken to vaccinate the high percentage of 
susceptible persons. 

Sufficient Smallpox vaccine for the immunization of 35,500 
persons was distributed by the Department during the year, and 
the importance of the protection of those susceptible, particularly 
the school children, has been emphasized. 


CErREBRO-SPINAL MENINGITIS. 


In common with other parts of North America, 1927 was a year 
in which there was a well marked increase in the number of cases 
and deaths reported due to this disease in Alberta. 

The outlook is always serious, and particularly so if cases are 
not given skilled medical care promptly. . 

There was no widespread outbreak of the disease anywhere, but 
the considerable increase in deaths recorded as compared with 
average years indicates that there was a considerable increase in the 
number of carriers of this infection. 

Fifty-two deaths occurred from Cerebro-spinal Meningitis dis- 
tributed as follows: 24 in the cities, 20 in the towns and villages, 
6 in municipal districts, and 2 in improvement districts. 

The tabulated statement following shows the number of cases 
of Whooping Cough, Measles, German Measles and Mumps reported 
for the period under review. 

That these so-called “minor diseases” are of major importance 
as a cause of death is shown by the fact that Whooping Cough 
killed 87 children and Measles 12 children in the Province during 
1927. These deaths were distributed as follows: 

Whooping Cough: 4 in the cities, 13 in the towns and villages, 
16 in municipal districts and 4 in improvement districts. 

Measles: 1 in the cities, 7 in the villages, 2 in municipal districts 
and 2 in improvement districts. 


DistTripuTION OF VACCINES AND SERA. 


As in previous years the Department continued to distribute 
vaccines and sera used for immunizing purposes free of charge and 
certain curative sera at cost. 

The serum depots which were established in 1926 were used as 
distributing centres for the surrounding districts. These serum 
depots were, with the exception of the cities, located in hospitals, 
and the Department appreciates the co-operation of the hospitals 
in rendering this important service. In the cities the three existing 
depots were: The Calgary Board of Health, Lethbridge Board of 
Health, Provincial Department of Health. 


PoLIOMYELITIS. 


53 deaths. 


Of these 354 cases, 123 were reported in the cities, 65 in the 
towns and villages, and 166 in municipal, improvement and un- 
organized districts. 

Of the 53 deaths, 15 were reported in the cities, 23 in the towns 
and villages, and 15 in municipal and improvement districts. 


354 cases 
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As will be seen by reference to the tabulated statement of cases 
reported, the outbreak of Infantile Paralysis occurred in the latter 
part of the year. 


From the beginning of the first case reported in Edmonton the 
Department endeavoured to keep in close touch with the situation. 
Early in September a Conference of Provincial, University and 
City Health authorities was called by the Minister to consider the 
whole situation. It was the unanimous opinion of those present at 
this conference that a pronouncement with reference to Infantile 
Paralysis should be given the widest publicity. Such a pronounce- 
ment was made dealing with the prevalence of the disease, the 
means by which infection is transmitted, the importance of so- 
called “abortive” types of the disease and carriers as factors in the 
spread of infection, general advice as to the most effective means 
of preventing the spread of infection and advice as to the steps 
to be taken in the quarantine and control of the infection. 


This statement, together with special articles dealing with In- 
fantile Paralysis, was prepared by the Department and given wide 
publicity through the Press. 


In addition, 15,000 copies of a Special Bulletin on Infantile 
Paralysis was issued by the Department and distributed to news- 
papers, local boards of health, physicians, school boards and other 
such organizations. 


A summary of the information contained in the most recent 
literature on Infantile Paralysis was prepared and a copy for- 
warded to each physician in the Province. Further bulletins were 
issued by the Department dealing with the importance of skilled 
after-care in the case of those showing evidence of paralysis as a 
result of the infection. 


The Department made a special effort to furnish assistance to 
local boards of health, Dr. Jenkins, Provincial Medical Officer, 
visiting many districts at the request of local physicians and local 
health officers; in some cases to assist in diagnosis and in others 
to render advice with regard to local difficulties encountered in 
dealing with the situation. 


The Provincial Board of Health at a meeting held on September 
14th, acting on-authority contained in Section 45 (a) of the Regu- 
lations made and issued under The Pubhe Health Act, the Board 
decided to instruct and does hereby require local boards of health in 
all municipalities in the Province in which Infantile Paralysis has 
developed, to order that children under eighteen years of age be 
not permitted to change their place of residence to points outside 
the municipality in which they reside, unless a permit granting such 
permission has been issued by the local board of health of the 
municipality in which such children reside. It is further ordered 
by the Provincial Board of Health that where points to which 
applicants for permits desire to go are located within the Province 
consent must be obtained from the local board of health of the 
district to which such applicant proposes to go, by wire, if possible, 
and at the expense of the applicant, and that when such applicants 
apply for permits to go to points outside the’ Province the local 
authority of the point to which they desire to go must be notified 
that such applicants have been granted permission not having, to 
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the knowledge of the local board, suffered from nor been exposed 
to Infantile Paralysis. 


Public notices of the action taken by the Board were printed 
and forwarded to each Postmaster in the Province with a request 
that they be posted in a prominent place in the Post Office. Copies 
of these notices were also forwarded to the secretaries of all local 
boards of health and to all medical health officers in the Province. 
The purpose of the action taken by the Provincial Board of Health 
in this connection was to restrict the movement of children from 
districts in which Infantile Paralysis had developed to other parts 
of the Province. This order of the Provincial Board of Health 
remained in effect until October 31st, 1927. 

The railway companies and companies operating bus lines gave 
splendid co-operation in making this order effective. 

The disease rapidly declined as the cold weather advanced, 
and by the end of the year only sporadic cases were reported. 

Recognizing the need for special hospital facilities for the treat- 
ment of those suffering from the serious after-effects of the disease, 
steps were taken by the Department in November looking to the 
provision of special hospital accommodation with facilities for the 
specialized treatment of those affected. 


The construction of the Provincial Special Hospital for Infan- 
tile Paralysis was begun on November 15th on ground adjoining 
the University Hospital, and the building was rushed to comple- 
tion, being opened in January, 1928, and providing modern hospital 
facilities for the treatment of sixty patients.

Coroner’s Supervision of Operations 
(KE. A. Brarruwarre, M.D. L.M.C.C., Inspector of Hospitals) 


I have inspected all the approved hospitals in the Province with 
the exception of Stettler. When I was there I was informed that 
it was closed. I have also inspected most of the private hospitals. 

The hospitals that I inspected last year are much improved, and 
the charts were found in much better shape. The Deputy Minister 

inspected the hospitals in the Peace River district. 

Three reports concerning doctors connected with different hos- 
pitals were referred to the Council of Physicians and Surgeons. I 
attended two hospital investigations which were held during the 
year. 

The total number of operations, taken from the Weekly Hospital 
Operation Reports, was 20,418, and the number of deaths following 
operations, 389. In cases of incomplete or inevitable abortion in 
almost all cases a consultation has been held, as is now required by 
the Hospital Regulations.

Public Health Nursing Branch 


(Evizanerin Crark, R.N., Superintendent.) 


The outstanding feature of the year’s activities is the Travelling 
Operative Clinic. “The demand for this service from many districts 
in the Province has increased yearly, following the successful work 
done in the outlying districts. 


Organization work was commenced in January, when a circular 
letter describing the service was sent to School Boards, Municipal 
Councils, Women’s Institutes, U.F.W. Associations, as well as to 
the Red Cross. The Minister broadcasted a message regarding this 
service, also outlined the Department’s plan to the members of the 
U.F.W.A. and the W.I. at their annual conventions. 


Some 690 school boards requested this service. The organiza- 
tion was undertaken in some districts by the W.I., U.F.W.A., and 
groups of school boards. Six municipal councils asked for the 
service for their municipalities and assumed all financial liabilities. 

The Department was fortunate in securing the services of Dr. 
R. T. Washburn, whose ability to do this work was so ably demon- 
strated last year; Dr. Heacock, Department Dentist; Dr. Crawford, 
gold medallist (Surgery), 1926-27, and three nurses composed the 
staff of the clinic. All districts visited by the clinic had previously 
been surveyed by a nurse.

Apart from the value of the surgical work done, the educa- 
tional value of the clinic cannot be overestimated. The necessity for 
a yearly physical examination for everyone was demonstrated. 
Physical defects were found in scores of cases where no defects were 
suspected by the parents. 

Splendid co-operation was met with from the people and an 
invitation to return next year was invariably extended. <A follow- 
up questionnaire has been sent to each case treated by the clinic 
and the replies received have been most gratifying as to the progress 
and results obtained from the clinic. 


TRAVELLING CuiLp WELFARE CLINICS. 


The Women’s organizations of the Province were advised by 
circular letter in December last year of the Department’s pro- 
gramme regarding this service. Requests were received from 101 
organizations, and 90 Child Welfare Clinics were held with an 
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attendance of 840 babies and 1,190 pre-school children, or a total 
of 2.039 children examined. Of this number 1,535 were found to 
be suffering from some defect. 


Scuoont Work. 


Splendid work has been done by the nurses permanently estab- 
lished in municipalities, and the districts are appreciating more and 
more the value of a resident nurse in the district. As a great deal 
of survey work had to be done in preparation for the Travelling 
Clinic, the number of school children examined by nurses during 
the year is considerably higher than in previous years.

Hospitals, Charity and Relief Branch 


(Arruur K. Wuisron, Supervisor.) 


On December 31st there were seventy-six approved Hospitals. 
On December 31st there were seventeen Municipal Hospitals in 


operation, including the sub-hospital at Blackie in the High River 
Municipal Hospital District. 


The new hospital at Wainwright is under construction, and will 
be placed in operation early in the new year. 


During the year the following districts were organized and 
votes taken, namely: Stettler, Elk Point and Vulcan. 


In the Stettler district the scheme was defeated, but the district 
has been reorganized, a new scheme prepared and a vote will be 
taken on the same in the spring of 1928. 


The schemes in the Elk Point and Vulcan Municipal Hospital 
Districts were ratified by a substantial majority over the two-thirds 
required under the Act. 


There is every indication that during the new year approxi- 
mately seven new hospital districts will be org ganized. 


CuHaArity AND RELIEF. 


During the year 349 investigations were made by the Provincial 
Police on behalf of this Branch; 318 persons received relief in the 
form of board and room; 44 were given medical ae 81 hospital 
accounts were paid thr ough L.I.D. Trust funds; 257 persons were 
provided with transportation, a great majority of these covering 
transportation for unemployed; 18 persons were recommended for 
deportation; 124 cases were provided with clothing; 124 cases were 
provided with board and room at the Salvation Army Hostel, these 
persons being of a transient type; 58 cases were referred to the 
University Outdoor Clinic; 140 cases referred to Municipal Dis- 
tricts, 21 to the City of Edmonton, and 15 to the Department of 
Neglected Children; 287 persons were refused relief of any kind. 


During the year a new policy was introduced in connection 
with the handling of the incurable type of patient. The Salvation 
Army opened in “the City of Calgary an Eventide Home for bed- 
ridden men, and also provided at the Gleichen Eventide Home 
accommodation for 25 women. Under the new policy it is expected 
that several thousand dollars will be saved during the new year in 
connection with the cost of maintaining incurable patients and old 
men and women. 


At December 31st there were at Gleichen Eventide Home 48 
patients, made po: as follows: 83 men and 2 women, chargeable to 
the Government; 2 women and 11 men, chargeable to Improvement 
Districts. 


At Bonnie Doon Home, Edmonton, there were 14 men, 12 
chargeable to the Government and 2 to Impr ovement Districts. 
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At Calgary Eventide Home there were 7 bedridden .cases, 6 
men chargeable to the Government and 1 man chargeable to an 
Improvement District. 

At Providence Hospital, Daysland, there were 17 men and 1 
woman, 9 men chargeable to the Government and 8 to Improvement 
Districts: 1 woman chargeable to the Government. 

At Lacombe Home, Midnapore, there were 8 men; 6 chargeable 
to the Government and 2 to Improvement Districts. 

At Macleod General Hospital, Macleod, there were 18 patients, 
1> men and 3 women; 8 men chargeable to the Government, 7 men 
and 2 women chargeable to Improvement Districts.

Division of Social Hygiene 
(Harowp Orr, 0.B.E., M.B., D.P.H., Director.) 


The educational work, which has been carried out in the Province 
so successfully by means of films and lectures and the distribution 
of suitable literature, has been continued during the past year. 


The Branch, in addition to operating the four Provincial Clinics, 
also undertakes the examination of all admissions to the Pr ovincial 
Gaols and the treatment of all prisoners found to be infected. It 
provides the medicine used in the treatment of Venereal Diseases 
in other public institutions in the Province, such as the Provincial 
Mental Hospital at Ponoka and the Mental Institutes at Red Deer 
and Oliver and the Central Alberta Sanatorium, Calgary. 


During the year this division had 306 cases of Syphilis and 6438 
cases of Gonorrhoea under active treatment. Of the admissions to 
the Provincial Gaols, 145 were found to be infected with a Venereal 
disease. Of this total 50 were females. These infected prisoners 
were not discharged until they became non-infectious.

Plans and specifications submitted to the Provincial Board of 
Health for waterworks, sewerage and sewage disposal plants as 
required under Sections 10, 11, 12, 13, 14 and 15 of the Public 
Health Act, were duly examined, and where approval was given 
certificates were issued. 


Plans and specifications other than those aforesaid, but required 
by the Provincial Board of Health, were also examined and the 
necessary action taken thereon. 


Plans, specifications and proposals in connection with the sani- 
tary engineering works submitted to the Public Utilities Commis- 
sion were also examined and advice elven. 


Plans and specifications in connection with sanitary cngineer- 
ing works connected with hospitals under the Hospitals Act and 
Private Hospitals Act were examined and advice given thereon. 

Sanitary engineering works in connection with the institutions 
under the administration of the Pubhe Works Department were 
visited and advice given where necessary. 

During the year reports on the analyses of water and ice were 
examined and, where necessary, action in the matter of prohibiting 
the use of the supply was taken, or an investigation made for the 
purpose of advising as to a remedy. 

New regulations were drafted to control the operation of Tourist 
and Recreational camps. 

New regulations dealing with specifications governing camps 
were drafted and passed. 

Under the sanitation section of the Sanitary Engineering Branch 
of the Department the following work was carried out by the 
inspectors 

Two hundred and ten health districts were inspected. Of this 
number, one hundred and eighty-eight were inspected a second time. 


Sixty-four visits were made to lumber camps. 

Sixty visits were made to coal-mining camps. 

Eighty-three complaints and requests for the services of inspec- 
tors were received from the public, all of which were attended to 
and satisfactory adjustments made. 


One hundred and one Notices to Abate Nuisance were issued by 
the inspectors. 

Seventy-four Notices to Abate Nuisance were ordered issued by 
local health authorities. 

Five prosecutions were carried out and a conviction was ob- 
tained in each case. 
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Forty-six samples of water were collected and submitted to the 
Provincial Laboratory for chemical and bacteriological examination.

Ten sewage disposal plants were inspected. 
Seven hundred and eleven pounds of meat and meat products 
were seized as unfit for food for human consumption. 


The services of the inspectors were also used in investigation of 
applicants applying for licenses to operate private hospitals, out- 
breaks of infectious and contagious disease and for the purpose of 
immunizing persons against the same. 


Particular attention during the year was paid to the sanitary 
condition of auto-trucks hauling livestock and consumable mer- 
chandise. 


The Public Health Exhibit at Edmonton was in char ge of one 
of the inspectors. 


A baby clinic was held in connection with the exhibit. 


The Provincial Sanitary Engineer was, by Order-in-Council 
508/27, appointed Assistant Deputy Minister of’ Health to perform, 
amongst other duties, those of Comptroller of Departmental 
Finance, including the control in this respect of all provincial insti- 
tutions under the jurisdiction of the Department of Public Health, 
and those of Administrator of Internal Departmental Affairs, 
these being in addition to his already appointed duties of ‘Technical 
Advisor to the Provincial Board of Health and Officer in char ge 
of the Public Health laws of the Province as well as officer in 
charge of the sanitary engineering work and sanitation of the 
Province.

Central Alberta Sanatorium, Calgary 
(A. H. Baxer, M.D., Aedical Superintendent.) 


During 1927 the accommodation available has been utilized to 
its full extent. The average patient day strength has been 178, as 
compared with 165 in 1926. Shght, if any, increase will be possible 
unless further provision is made as regards staff and equipment. 
Tn addition to those entering the Sanatorium, 291 have come to our 
Out-Patient Department for examination. 


A Follow-up Department has been in operation during the last 
half of the year, through the co-operation of the Provincial Tuber- 
culosis Association. Already many towns and villages have been 
visited, and examinations have been conducted on 190 persons by 
Dr. B. Armstrong, who has charge of the work. Records are being 
kept, as far as possible, of all cases in the Province so that necessary 
information may be available when visiting any particular district. 
This: work, we feel, is most important. 

Consistent with the increased patient strength more medical 
work has been carried on in all departments. It is our policy to 
examine, also, all appointments to the staff before these become 
permanent and to review at intervals those in intimate contact 
with the sick. 

A residence for one physician has been completed and is now 
occupied. A laundry has been built and will be in operation 
shortly. | 

The social and religious activities have received the usual atten- 
tion. Various donations have been received, among which may be 
mentioned the organ from the Knox United Church, Calgary; a 
new seven-tube radiola from Mr. J. Barren, of the Palace Theatre, 
Calgary, and the latest edition of the Encyclopedia Britannica 
from Mr. J. H. Woods, of the Calgary Herald. All of these con- 
tribute much to the life of the institution.

On the first day of January, 1927, there were in residence 886 
patients, 491 males and 395 females. 

At the close of the year there were 954 patients—538 males and 
416 females—an increase of 47 males and 21 females for this 
hospital. 

The admissions were 3828 (including observation cases) —212 
males and 116 females—as against 318 (114 females and 199 males) 
in 1926. 


The discharges were 212, as follows:

These discharges include 15 deportations (13 males and 2 
females) and 11 medico-legal cases which were admitted for obser- 
vation and, with the exception of one, have all been disposed of in 
rarlous Ways. 

During the year 108 males and 78 females, a total of 186, were 
sent out on probation and 10 males and 4 females were returned. 

The recovery rate, based on the admissions for the year less 
those not insane, is in the case of the males 30.8% and in that of 
the females 41.8%. The recovery rate, therefore, for both sexes 
is 86.05%. 

The total discharges amount to 64.6% of the admissions. 


The deaths were 58—39 males and 19 females. The death rate, 
based on the total number under treatment (1214) is, for the males 
9.9% and for the females 3.7%, or for both sexes 4.6%. 

There were four deaths (all males) from General Paralysis, and 
two cases (1 male and 1 female) succumbed during treatment with 
malaria. Pulmonary Tuberculosis accounted for nine deaths (4 
male and 5 female), and one man committed suicide. 


Reference to the table of the nationality of those admitted shows 
that 86.5% were born in Canada, 19.2% in the British Isles, 16.4% 
in the U.S.A., and 16.7% in Russia, Poland and other adjacent 
European countries. 

Six drug addicts (all males) were admitted. Of these, two 
were discharged, two eloped and two are still in residence. One 
addict, who had been treated the year before, was returned to hos- 
pital for further treatment. 
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At the end of the year a total number of 81 cases of General 
Paralysis of the Insane and one case of Tabes Dorsalis had been 
treated by inoculation with malaria with the following results:

The pavilion building with a capacity of about 55 beds is near- 
ing completion. This will meet the requirements of the male 
patients for the ensuing year so far as dormitory accommodation 1s 
concerned; but it will not solve the problem of further accommo- 
dation for the females without utilizing space already occupied 
by male patients. If 50 male patients were t ransferred to Oliver 
in the spring it would be possible to provide more accommodation 
for the females in the chronic male building, but there are obvious 
disadvantages to this plan. 

On December 31st, 1927, there were 10 vacant beds each on the 
male and female sides, excluding the beds available in the pavilion 
building when completed. 

The following are the more important constructions completed 
during the year: 

Six cottages for employees. 
Garage for motor-bus. 
Potato root-house 100 ft. x 24 ft. 


Building for grain separator. 
Bunk-house on Section 15.

Provincial Mental Institute, Oliver 
(D. L. Dick, M.D., Medical Superintendent.) 


There were in residence on the first day of January, 1927, 125 
patients. During the year there were 2 re-admissions, 1 cdnwee 
and 1 discharge on probation, 2 elopements and 5 deaths; 1 eloper 
returned. No patients were transferred from the Provincial Mental 
Hospital, Ponoka. At the close of the year there were 208 patients 
in residence; unoccupied beds now number 20. The number of 
hospital days was 76,773; the average staff, 26. 


_ The general health of the patients has been excellent. The 
majority. have gained in weight and are in good physical condition. 
There has been no case of contagious disease. Duri ng the year all 
patients received dental examination, and those needing treatment 
were attended to. The majority of our patients are in that stage of 
mental disease known as retrogression, and therefore require close 
staff attention. This accounts for the paucity of our probations 
and the number of our staff, which will have to be increased upon 
the receipt of further transfers from the Provincial Mental Hos- 
pital, Ponoka. Occupational therapy, consisting of healthful occu- 
pation in various departments, and temporary parole have proven 
very satisfactory. 

The amusements provided here for the patients consist of moving 
pictures, and when the weather permits of various healthful outdoor 
games, such as football, baseball, ete. Cinema performances are 
well attended and much appreciated by patients and staff alike. 

The season being exceptionally favorable, our vegetable garden 
produced an over-abundance of all vegetables, and the excess quan- 
tity was sent to the Provincial Government Farm, Oliver. 

The lawns and flower gardens were beautiful, and evoked 
much favourable comment from the press. A considerable area of 
ground was seeded to lawn grass to further beautify the premises. 
A plot of two acres has been prepared and is now ready for seeding 
to provide an airing court for the patients. 

The per capita cost for the year is 65.5 cents per day.

GENERAL REMARKS. 


There is very little to add to the above summary regarding the 
movement of population during the year 1927. A re-arrangement 
of floor space enabled us to admit a few more urgent cases, but 
from the point of view of adequate accommodation we are pretty 
much in the same position as we were at the end of 1926. 

It will be noted that our death rate has increased. Four of the 
six children whose deaths are here recorded were from the Infirm- 
ary floor, where there is decided overcrowding. 

A case of Pulmonary T.B.C. was transferred to the Central 
Alberta Sanatorium—the first of its kind in the institution. 

All discharges were at the request of the parents, and the two 
cases paroled were placed under the supervision of the mother and 
brother respectively. 

All but one of the new adimissions were admitted and recog- 
nized as wards of the municipalities concerned. Recognition and 
admission of maintenance responsibility is still a difficult matter 
with many municipalities. They balk at a responsibility that can 
usually end only with the death of the patient.

The general health of the children has, on the whole, been 
satisfactory. Fortunately we were free from epidemics of ary kind.
